While several chnrches in East End 
have been making improvements upon 
their property or erecting new buildings, 
the members of the Second M. E. 
church have been thinking and saying 
nothing. This morning it was learned 
from the most reliable source that their 
thoughts were of a new church. The 
gentleman who ventured the assertion 
said: 
"The matter of building a new church 
has been talked over by the board of 
trustees, and even by some of the mem* 
ben, but as yet nothing of a definite 
character has been decided upon. Work 
it being quietly done, and so far several 
building sites have been considered. 
Among these were lots in the Harker 
plat. 
Objection was raised to these 
from the fact that they were too far 
away from the center of the place. The 
ridge has been suggested as a suitable 
site. and it is probable will receive 
favorable consideration.”

It is interesting to contrast the ages 
of the distinguished leaders in the civil 
war. Gray hairs were on the side of the 
Confederates in those commanders who 
fought brilliant campaigns.

conflict begau, Grant was 39; Burn­ 
side, 37; McClellan, 35; Sherman, 40; 
Meade, 46; Hooker, 46; Thomas, 45: 
Rosecrans, 42; Buell, 43; Sheridan. 30. 
Of the foremost southerners Lee was 54; 
A. Sidney Johnston, 58; Joseph E. 
Johnston, 54; Stonewall Jackson. 37; 
Longstreet, 40; Beauregard, 44; Bragg. 
46; Hood. 31 ; A. P. Hill, 36; J. E. B. 
Stuart, 28; Forrest, 40. 
The crime of 
being a young man was not lightly 
passed over in Washington surely, for 
it was held that Sheridan was too 
youthful to be appointed colonel of a 
cavalry regiment when he was 31. 
Miles received the same sort of rebuff 
at the Boston statehouse when he asked 
to he commissioned captain of a hun­ 
dred patriots who had elected him their 
leader at the age of 21. 
Young men 
were coming to tho front in 1865 be­ 
cause of the immense armies in tin* field 
and the lack of trained old heads to 
lake the lead.

Polk, the ex-bishop, known as the Sur- 
pliced Warrior of the South, was killed 
in the defense of Atlanta at the age of 
58; Mansfield, in his sixtieth year, fell 
at Antietam while deploying his army 
corps, regiment by regiment, for a 
grand charge, and General Wadsworth 
was 57 when he leaped his horse over 
the Confederate works at the battle of 
the Wilderness and fell dead within the 
enemy’s lines. 
But the eldest hero of 
them all was General Sumner, who led 
the fighting Second corps of the Army 
of the Potomac win n he was 66 years 
rf age. The uickn tine given to Sumner 
on account of his fit ry ardor in battle.

HE U PH ELD SUICIDE. 


A N o w Y o r k M n u i n t r a t e W h o T h i n k * 
S e l f Dont r u c t i o n I* J u n t i f l u h l e . 
VV ht'ii a 16-year-old boy charged with 
attempting to take his own life was 
arraigned before Magistrate Wentworth 
in New York recently, the magistrate 
startled the court attendants and few 
spectators by declaring himself in favor 
of suicide. 
Policemen, clerks and court habitues 
were looking for the usual lecture on 
the enormity of the offense and were 
unprepared for tin* radical announce­ 
ment that came from the bench. 
Congratulations weie extended after 
ward to the piisoner on his good for­ 
tune in being haled before a judge whose 
views of life and death were similar to 
his own. 
Matthew Mohr, who has been in this 
country only a short time, and had 
been apprenticed to a Brooklyn baker, 
lost his place and was unable to find 
another. He became despondent and de­ 
cided to kill himself. He went to a ho­ 
tel and, after writing a note saying he 
had nothing to live for, swallowed a 
little carbolic acid and turned on the 
gas. 
A chambermaid noticed the odor 
of escaping gas. and the young man 
was pumped out at the hospital. 
When lie was arraigned in court, his 
sister and her husband made a plea for 
clemency. Magistrate Wentworth said 
“ This is a sad ease. 
I believe in sui­ 
cide. and I think every ono has a right 
to shuffle off when he has nothing in 
life left for him. 
When I get so that 
there is nothing left in life for me, I 
think that is what I shall do.” 
Tin* magistrate then turned tho boy 
over to his sister, who took bim home 
with her. 
When asked later if he 
thought suicide justifiable, Magistrate 
Wentworth said: 
“ That is not the question. 
I believe 
in suicide. That is all.” 
Other magistrates have been lenient 
in punishing persons who, after at­ 
tempting to take their lives, have man­ 
ifested regret, but Magistrate Went­ 
worth is the first one to excuse the act 
and to declare that the right to end 
life rests with the individual. Attempt­ 
ed suicide is a misdemeanor under law 
in New York state.

Possibly Hexenshded’l, Pa., is the 
only settlement in the United States 
that has for its name “ witch village,’ 
for that is the meaning of the Pennsyl 
va ilia German word Hexenshded’l. The 
village is a century old. and the practices 
which gave it its name are nearly as 
old.

When he waved it in front of his thin 
but intrepid line on Culp’s hill. Gettys­ 
burg, in 1863, he was 62 years old, or 
within two years of the retiring age for 
army officers. 
Strange as it may seem to readers un­ 
familiar with tin* subject, the case of 
General Greene is hut one of many 
u the annals of the American soldier. 
lilt* pics(>nt commanding general of 
the United States army, Nelson A. 
Milth, fought his first battle almost 38 
years ago, hut he is today the youngest 
, of the mort distinguished survivors of 
the civil war now in harness. 
Brooke, 
Merritt, Shafter. Merriam, Otis and 
Henry will reach the age lim it ahead of 
Miles 
Lee and Wilson are his seniors, 
and so is Wheeler, who is a marvel of 
activity at tiff 
When tho army was 
marshaled for the war against Spain, 
all the major generals of the line, ex­ 
cept Wade, and not fewer than IOO 
subordinate officers were older than 
Miles. 
Threescore years or an age approach­ 
ing it is a common one for American 
leaders. W hen Winfield Scott stood up­ 
on tho dome of the castle of Chapote- 
pee, directing his battalions in the at­ 
tack on the City of Mexico, he could 
look back 34 years to the day of his first 
battle wound. 
And General Zachary 
I ay lor, who initiated the Mexican war 
with all the fiery ardor of youth, was 
62 when he crossed the Rio Grande at 
the head of the American army, march­ 
ing to Buena Vista and Monterey. And 
it was only last year that all the world 
applauded the spectacle of Dewey, in 
his sixty-first year, smashing Spanish 
sovereignty iii the Philippines, but he 
was simply bringing to fruit, late in 
life, lessons that he had himself learned 
back in the sixties, sailing nuder Far­ 
ragut, then a veteran of more than 
threescore, having a record of almost 
50 years of active warfare behind him. 
It is interesting to contrast the ages 
of the distinguished leaders in the civi 
war. Gray hairs were on the side of the 


killed was the second in command of 
'dc First brigade, Colonel Worth, with 
nearly 40 years of service to his credit 
Worth fell within a few feet of his 
dead chief.

It should be noted that w ith one ex­ 
ception every regiment, battalion and 
squadron of t he regulars engaged at San 
Ju an went into action led by a veteran 
of 18(51, and the ten generals and field 
officers who were victims of Spanish 
bullets in that battle were close to 60. 
while some, notably Hawkins, had pass­ 
ed the threescore mark by a couple of 
years.—New York Sun.

When a 16-year-old boy charged with 
attem pting to take his own life was 
arraigned before Magistrate Wentworth 
in New York recently, the magistrate 
startled the court attendants and few 
spectators by declaring himself in favor 
of suicide. 
Policemen, clerks and court habitues 
were looking for the usual lecture on 
the enormity of the offense and were 
unprepared for the radical announce­ 
ment that came from tho bench. 
Congratulations weie extended after­ 
ward to the pi i son cr on his good for­ 
tune in being haled before a judge whose 
views of life and death were similar to 
his own. 
Matthew Mohr, who has been in this 
country only a short time, and bad 
been apprenticed to a Brooklyn baker, 
lost his place and was unable to find 
another. Ile became despondent and de­ 
cided to kill himself. 
He went to a ho­ 
tel and, after writing ii note saying he 
had nothing to live for, swallowed a 
little carbolic acid and turned on the 
gas. 
A chambermaid noticed the odor 
of escaping gas. and the young man 
was pumped out at the hospital. 
When he wss arraigned in court, his 
sister and her husband made a plea for 
clemency. Magistrate W entworth said 
“ This is a sad case. 
I believe in sui­ 
cide. and I think every one has a right 
to sh ti file off when he has nothing in 
life left for him. 
When I get so that 
there is nothing left in life for me, I 
think that is what I shall do.” 
The magistrate then turned the boy 
over to his sinter, who took bim home 
with her. 
When asked later if he 
thought suicide justifiable, Magistrate 
W entworth said: 
“ That is not the question 
I believe 
in suicide. That is all.”

Yankee shrewdness, a trait 
acqnired perhaps at school in a little 
Connecticut village near New Haven. 
And for a governor general he is demo­ 
cratic At the palace he greets all call­ 
ers cordially, makes them feel at ease, 
listens patiently to all complaints, rec­ 
ommendations anil requests, and every 
day grants and refuses everything, from 
a pass on a transport to a valuable rail­ 
way franchise. But visitors must come 
in the morning. In his afternoons, with 
bin stenographer and interpreter, he 
tackles his big pile of personal letters, 
Washington correspondence and official 
reports. He also spends a few hours 
tach day investigating and remodeling 
aud repealing Spanish laws and cus­ 
toms 
Yet another matter of impor­ 
tance in which lie finds an urgent need 
of reform is the employment of con­ 
tractors in municipal or government 
improvements.

ject. in an interview. General Henry

"I find difficulty in getting contract­ 
ors to bid on work because they are 
afraid of tho corruption which existed 
aa) milch under Spanish rule.

As an experiment General Henry has 
withdrawn troops from many interior 
towns in order to give the people, as he 
promised, a practical lesson in self gov- 
ernment His action was hurried partly 
by a luck of harmony in a few cases be­ 
tween the military officers aud the ma* 
uicipal officials. 
For example, in one 
villages a volunteer officer, bringing a 
native prisoner into court, demanded 
an immediate trial without even the 
necessary signed complaint.
